years. 
But few have aroused more interest than 
the Declaration on World Peace endorsed last 
October by leaders of the Protestant, Catholic, and 
Jewish faiths. 
Efforts are being made to encourag e wide­ 
spread study of this statement, in the hope that 
not only \\t 11 Americans know w’hat is needed to 
assure a lasting peace, but w hat they m ust do to 
help shape tomorrow's better world. 
The g i-eat sing le emphasis in the statem ent 
is on the rig ht of all relig ious and racial g roups 
to share eq uitabl\' in the blessing s, opportunities, 
and privileg es of a democratic society. Unless w-e 
ai'c prepared, 
individually and 
collectively, to 
make this the g uiding motive of our community, 
national, and international relations, our future 
will be built upon sand, and w hat w^e have won we 
shall surely lose. 
Peace is on its w a y ; but w^e shall hasten its 
coming and prolong its stay if we surrender our 
rnmds and hearts to the demands it will make.
